VIEWS ON TRISH COAL 
MARKETING SCHEME. 


, 
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The Irish Gas Managers’ Association held 
.A specially convened meeting in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday. The object of the meeting 
was to obtain the members’ views on the 
Jrish Coal Marketing Scheme, which was held 
t» be a serious threat to the gas industry, as 
was also the increasing competition of 
electrical enterprises. 

The Chairman, Mr. William Buckley, who 
is also President of the Association, said 
that the scheme had come like a bombshell 
to the gas industry. If they could not buy 
coal in an open market they would be at the 
mercy of the monopolists. The gas managers 
had not been consulted about the scheme. 

The Secretary, Mr. G. Airth, pointed out 
that Dublin, Cork, Belfast and Dundalk were 
exempted from the proposed scheme. These 
towns represented seven-cighths of the 
consumption. 


A UNANIMOUS RESOLUTION, 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Walmsley (Derry), and seconded by Mr. 
Mitchell (Bangor), was passed unanimously: 

“The Irish Gas Managers’ . Association 
views with considerable apprehension the 
prospect of the Irish Coal Marketing Scheme, 
as, owing to the elimination of open com. 
petition and the introduction of a further 
intermediary-—viz., the selected coal importer 
between the colliery and the user—it will 
undoubtedly increase the cost of coal; which 
will ultimately react on the consumer by an 
increase in the price of gas. Furthermore, 
it is absolutely essential that a free choice 
of coals should he available for gas produc- 
tion to suit the different methods of carboni- 
sation as regards residual products to ‘suit 
the particular needs of different localities. 

‘*Tt is hereby resolved that representation 
be made to the National. Gas Council in 
London with a view to the matter being 
brought to the notice of Government depart- 
ments in London, Dublin or Belfast. or dealt 
with in any other w&y they consider desir: 
able. | 

‘lt is further decided, if the scheme is 
proceeded with, that inquiries be mace as to 
the possibility of importing suitable gas coals 
from collieries outside the suggested scheme 
of operation.” 

The following Committee was appointed to 
keep in touch with the National Gas Council 
regarding the matter:—Mr. Walmsley 
(Derry), Mr. Mitchell (Bangor), Mr. Airth 
(Dundalk) and Mr. Buckley (Tralee).

The setting up of 
the Tribunal had, in his opinion, done con- 
siderable good, and he believed that the 
farmers in future would use more of the 
but they objected to

Jo Mr, Whelehan, the witness said that 
there would be no injury done to stock by feed 
ing them on foods, of which fifteen per cent. 
was home-grown grain. As a matter of fact, 
farmers in his area used on an-average about 
twenty-five per cent. home-grown cereals in 
foods. His objection to the scheme was in 
respect of costs. 

Mr. D. O’Connor, of the Cork County 
Committee of Agriculture, giving evidence as 
to the provision of feeding for live stock ‘in 
his county, said that Cork was a great ‘pig 
raising, dairy and store cattle county, and 
the farmers derived the main source of their 
income from bacon and pigs, porkers, dairy 
and store cattle. The acquiring of food 
stuffs at an economical price was of vital im- 
portance to those industries. Maire was the 
Pig feeding stuff used, and crushed oats 
was being increasingly availed of. Barley 
meal was used as a feeding stuff when it 
could be bought at an economic price. 

Feeders in the South used those ingre- 
dients, but they would be confident in them 
only as long as they could get them pure. 
They were quite competent to mix them as 
they thought fit, but they would not have 
implicit confidence in blends received from 
ofits or merchants. It always had been 
the @policy of the Committee to recommend 
farmers to get the ingredients pure, and to 
mix them themselves. 


FEEDING STUFFS. 

He agreed that barley meal and oatmea! 
were excellent feeding stuffs for live stock, 
and would like to see their use greatly ex- 
tended ; but strongly objected to being forced 
to use blends in which he might not have 
sufficient confidence. It was obviously open 
to farmers to get them in their purity, to 
blend them and to use them for their stock 
if they so desired. 

Owing to high moisture content, barley did 
not keep, and if included in a meal mixture 
a great difficulty would arise as to the keep- 
ing quality. He saw no good reason for 
forcing the proposed mixture on feeders. 

To the Chairman Mr. O'Connor said that 
the proposal would increase the cost of feed. 
ing stuffs. He would put the increase at 
about £2 per ton above the existing price of 
maize. 

The Commission adjourned to a date to be 
fixed later. 


DENMARK AND IRELAND. 


TO THE RDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Str,—As Denmark is so often quoted as sn 
xaffiple to be copied by thé Trish farmers, 
the iollowing details may, perhaps, be vi 
some general interest. 

Denmark supp'ies the United Kingdom 
with nearly two-thieds of its imports of? 
bacon, one-third of its imports of buttor and 
one-quarter of its imports of eggs; but it is 
not always remembered that Denmark, whi-h 
to-day takes the leading place in the scientific 
organisation of agricultural production and 
marketing, was, fifty years ago, in the throes 
of an agricultural depression quite as severe 
as that which now menaces the agricultnre 
of the. United Kingdom and Ireland. Den- 
mark possesses a population of three and 
one-half million. 
per cent. of the population are engaged in 
agriculture. The rural population is hard- 
working and reasonably prospsrous. A visitor 
to Denmark cannot fail to be struck by the 
neat, clean and tidy homesteads scattered 
throughout the country. 

The small-holder generally works his farm 
with the aid of his wife and family, 
occasionally employing outside labour for 
the harvest. ihe hours of labour are 
fixed, -but are usually ten, twelve or 
fourteen hours a day according to the 
season of the year. Farm workers over 
eghteen years of age frequently take 
the opportunity during the wintsr to attend 
courses of instruction at the folk high schools. 
These schools are playing a remarkable pavi 
in raising the standard of culture in Den 
mark, and much of the success of the  o- 
operative movement is attributed to this in- 
fluence. Considerable nse is made of electric 
power throughout the country. Nearly every 
farmhouse is fitted with electric light, and a 
large proportion of the farmers have: their 
own telephones. Even small-holdings are 
frequently equipped with electric power. 

A holding of twenty acres is sufficient to 
give a man, his wife and family full work 
and a living. Pigs are kept on every size 
farm, and some of the largest farmers 
specialise in them, but the main supply ol 
pigs for the bacon factories 1s derived from 
the small farmer. About 1,000,000 pigs re 
kept on holdings of thirty-seven acres, or 
less-—an average of between seven and eight 
pigs to a holding, though on many holdings 
no pigs are kept. Continuous experimests 
are carried out with a view to discovering 
new combinations of feeding stuffs and the 
best use that can be made. of them The 
Agricultural Council is the channel of com- 
munication between the farmer and the 
Government and vice versa... It.succeeds in 
keeping entirely free from party politics. 

More than nine-tenths of the baton 
duced in Denmark is exported., Out of a 
total of 256,257 tons of bacon and hams 
exported from Denmark in 1927 no less than 
252.896 tons were despatched to Great 
Britain. Nearly all the bacon exported from 
Denmark is marketed through two channels— 
through agents and wholesalevs or through 
the Danish Bacon Company. The greater 
part of the trade is handled by commission 
agents represe.ticg factories or groups of 
factories, co-operative or proprietary. The 
functions of the agent are to obtain orders 
and cOmmunicate them to the factories, which 
then forward su:plies either direct to the 
wholesale merchant ov to warehouses for issue 
according to the agents’ instructions. 

This wonderful « *:cvement of-one of the 
smallest nations of the world, which, by the 
hard work of its highly intelligent farmers, 
has built up in only fifty years the most 
lucrative agricultural trade in the world, and 
has applied the principles oí co-operation to 
such good effect, is well worth copying. 
Ireland has certainly better natural advan- 
tages than Denmark possessed fifty years 
ago.—Yours, etc., I. PeperseEn.

WHALEY AND DILLON. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In a letter published in to-day’s /rish 
Times Dr. T. G. Dillon accuses me of having 
made certain inaccurate statements concern- 
ing Count Arthur Dillon, whom I described, 
in an article printed in your columns, as “‘ an 
Irish general of the Republican forces in 
France,” at the time of the execution of 
Louis XVI. Perhaps, you will allow me to 
notice Dr. Dillon's correction and to submit 
the evidence cn which I relied. Dr. Dillon 
may conceivably possess better information 
in the shape of contemporary documents ; but 
that which DP offer will at least, I trust, 
acquit: me of any suggestion of attempting to 
malign the famous Count’s memory or ef 
having spoken inadvisedly. 

Your correspondent, after taking exception 
to my statement, asserts that ‘‘the Irish 
Brigade, of which Arthur Dillon was Colonel, 
never took any part with the Republicans of 
France, its action being altogether in the 
Reyalist interest.’’ True, but Dr. Dillon has 
not cbserved that, at the time of the Revolu- 
tion, Count Arthur Dillon’s connection with 
the Irish Brigade had long been severed. The 
(I believe) respectable authority of 
O’Callaghan (‘‘Trish Brigades in the Service 
of France,’’ p. 50 of my edition) states that 
“he (Count Arthur Dillon) was created a 
Brigadier of Infantry, March Ist, 1780; 
transferred the command of his regiment 
(Dillon’s Infantry Regiment of the Irish 
3rigade). the following month, to the Comte 
Theobald de Dillon; and was made Maréchal 
de Camp; or Major-General {in the Royal 
Army), January Ist, 1784.’’ 

Concerning the Count’s Republican: 
activities, -I am willing to disregard, as pre- 
judiced,. Whaley’s reference to hjm as 
‘general of the Sans-cw'ottes.”’ It is not so 
easy to disregard O'Callaghan 's. assertions 
(p. 50): “When France was invaded by the 
Prussians and Austrians, in 1792, he (Count 
Arthur) was, from his military reputation, a 
Genera! of Division; shared with Dumouriez 
the honour of the successful opposition made 
to the invaders in the plains of Champagne 
and the forest of Argonne; and, pursuing the 
retreating enemies to Verdun, retook that

town; whieh he entered in triumph, October 
14th, at the head of his troops." 

Again, Dr. Dillon afhrms that “‘it was 
Dillon’s allegiance to the Royal Family of 
France” that ai him to the guillotine in 
1794. Let me again refer to O'Callaghan 
(p. 51): ‘The political .principles. of «the 
General were .... In favour 
a means of averting Revolution. He was, in 
fact, the advocate. of a limited or constitu- 
tional system of Monarchy in France, like 
that in England... He had consequently 
opposed the foreign invasion of France, in as 
much as the apparent results of that invasion, 
if it sueceeded, would have been a_restoration 
of the date absolute Monarchy, with the 
many abuses which had attended it. In his 
hostility to the invasion of France he was, so 
far, united in opinion with her democracy. 
But, for advocating monarchy in any shapa, 
he became regarded, at first, in a suspicious, 
and, finally, in a hostile, light by that 
maddened democracy. ..."’ 

Your correspondent’s statement is presum- 
ably based on the fact that Dillon’ was 
acensed by the Committee of Public Safety 
of having conspired, among other things, to 
proclaim as King the young ‘son of Lois 
XVI. The charge. of course, was inevitably 
the outcome of Dillon's principles, as stated 
above. It was a concretion of his dangerous 
and. to the revolutionaries, subversive tencts. 
finally voiced in his crv from the scaffold of 
“Vive le Roi,” He died for monarchy; but 
not for a monarch,—Yours. ete,,
